SHOW STAMINA 

Helping to swell the large share 
of Marathon glory that went north 
of the border, was the fact that of 
the total of 29 Canadians who 
bucked a brisk and biting wind 
over an up-and-down course of 26 
miles, 385 yards, no less than 13 of 
them finished among the leading 
44. A field of 221 started in the 
37th renewal of the historic grind.
